sce my neck broken : but that is a sight no mortal
man will ever see, 'l‘lluf dare not put me 1o death
without a tviel; and if | was fairly tried and con-
demned, I would never allow any one Lhe satisfac
tion o! seelng me hanged, The constitution of Con-
necticot rays I must be tried Ly an lmtlﬂhl jury.

“My jury stated under cath that they were not
Ipartial; bence Lthe verdict and sentence baged
